Black walnuts, often left for 
the 
squirrels on pastures nad other un­ 
cultivated farm lands, can be made to 
supplement the family income 
with 
very little expense or special equip­ 
ment. 
There is usnally a good 
de­ 
mand for well prepared black walnut 
kernels. 
Care in gathering and husking the 
nuts and in extracting the kernels, 
however, is necessary for 
best 
re­ 
sults, says U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture specialists, who stress 
the 
importance of offering only 
clean, 
sound nut kernels on city markets or 
roadside stand-. Culling the nuts anu 
«racking nothing but the good ones is 
essential to success, 
they say. 
One 
way to keep out inf rior nuts is 
to 
burn all those on the ground left ovei 
from the year before. 
Nuts that drop 
prematurely are usually of poor qual­ 


ity. 
The whole crop 
of mature nuts, 
which usually ripen 
within a short 
period, may be picked up from 
the 
ground, often after only a little ja r­ 
ring of 
the 
trees. 
Promptness 
in 
gathering and husking 
is essentia!, 
for the husk?, blacken quickly, stain­ 
ing the shells and even the kernels 
of the 
nuts 
within. 
A hand-power 
corn sheller has been found an effec­

nuts under the shoe while they

Curing, the next step, consists in 
spreading the hulled nuts on a clean 
floor in a well-ventilated loft, with 
daily stirring.

the nuts thinly on the floor, not more 
than three layers deep. 
At the end of a few days, as soon 
as they are thoroughly dry, the nuts 
are ready for cracking. 
In the

sence of any of the inexpensive ma­ 
chines made for the purpose, an or­ 
dinary hammer and block of wood or 
a stone will serve the purpose.

highest prices are 
invariably those 
which are carefully graded. 
As black 
walnuts, unlike many other nuts, are 
seldom used for decoration, nothing is 
gained by separating natives 
from 
quarters or even somewhat

picees. 
Very small 
bits, 
however, 
should be discarded 
along 
with a ll( 
spoiled kernels. 
These may be used 
for chicken feed. Keeping the bright- 
colored kernels apart from the dark­ 
er ones is part of the grading process 
and is good sales practice. 
Since the walnut kernels are moist 
when first taken from the shell, they 
require drying before they may 
be 
safely packed for shipment. 
A dry­ 
ing oven over the kitchen 
stove 
is 
satisfactory for 
this 
purpose. 
The 
kernels should be kept 
only 
warm, 
(not above 105 degrees F) since 
a 
high degree of heat will 
roast 
the 
kernels and cause them to lose their 
oil. 
Unless they are thoroughly dry 
to the touch, molding in the package 
may occur. 
They should not be dried 
to the point of becoming hard

A steady demand for and sale 
of 
Southeast Missouri farm lands, m ost­ 
ly in sm all tracts in recent months, 
indicates to close followers a change 
in attitude tow ards land. 
Buyers are 
demanding small tracts from 100 to 
240 acres, and moving to the land. 
Local agents for 
St. 
Louis Land 
Banks, K ansas City concerns and in­ 
surance companies report the sale of 
many tracts in the past sixty days. 
One office in particular reports seven 
sales last week. 
“There is no boom 
in land sales", one office m anager is 
quoted as saying, “ju st as there is no 
boom in anything else". 
The sale of 
farm s is not localized, he continues, 
and points out th at the seven sales 
made by his office last week are dis­ 
tributed in Scott, New Madrid, P er­ 
ry, Stoddard and Pemiscot Counties. 
The most rem arkable 
item about 
this particular group of seven sales 
is the fact th a t 74 per cent of 
the 
sales was for cash. 
Moderate long 
term s were arranged for by the re­ 
maining 26 per cent of buyers. 
One buyer from A rkansas who has 
already moved his fam ily from th at 
State to a Pemiscot 
County 
farm 
“sold him self" on the value of South­ 
east Missouri lands. 
“I have 
paid 
my landlord about $40 an acre 
rent 
during the five years spent on his 
land. 
If I can make th at much for 
him during “hard tim es", why 
not 
buy for myself." 


The price range for good, im prov­ 
ed farm lands is from $30 to $50 an 
acre. 
In another 
instance 
a purchaser 
from another section of M issouri first 
viewed Ozark farm s for a solid week. 
He spent from 12 
noon 
until 5:30 
o'clock looking over the rich, fertile 
lands of the local district, and at 
6 
o’clock had made his 
paym ent 
of 
“earnest money”. 
He then caught 
the night train for S t Louis, and paid 
in cash for his farm , before the Sik­ 
eston contract reached the city office. 
Very few farm ers living on 
Land 
Bank land have failed to 
pay 
out 
money advanced on this 
Fall crop, 
which indicates the unusual nature of 
the harvest. 
Cotton, for example, in 
the Pemiscot County district, is yield 
ing around 2000 pounds, in the seed, 
per acre, and a t two cents per pound 
is more than m eeting expenses.

BLACK WALNUTS A SOURCE OF 
CASH INCOME ON SOME FARMS 


Black walnuts, often left for 
the 
squirrel* on pastures nad other un­ 
cultivated farm lands, can be made to 
supplement the family income 
with 
very little expense or special equip­ 
ment. 
There is usnally a good 
de­ 
mand for well prepared black walnut 
kernels. 
Care in gathering and husking the 
nuts and in cxtiacting the kernels, 
however, is necessary for 
best 
re- I 
suits, says U. S. Department of Ag- I 
riculture specialists, who stress 
the I 
importance of offering only 
clean, I 
sound nut kernels on city markets or 
roadside stands. Culling the nuts and 
tracking nothing but the good ones is 
essential to success, 
they say. 
One 
way to keep out inferior nuts is 
to 
burn all those on the ground left ovei 
from the year bef ITS* Nuts that drop 
prematurely are usually of poor qual­ 
ity. 
I 
The whole crop 
of mature nuts, 
which usually ripen 
within a short 
period, may be picked up from 
the 
ground, often after only a little jar­ 
ring of 
the 
trees. 
Promptness 
in 
gathering and husking 
is essentia!, 
for the husks blacken quickly, stain­ 
ing the shells and even the kernels 
of the 
nuts 
within. 
A hand-power 
com sheller has been found an effec­ 
tive 
walnut 
husker. 
Rolling 
the 
nuts under the shoe w'hile they 
are 
spread out on the ground also frees 
them from the hulls. 
The husked nuts should be immed­ 
iately dumped into a large tub 
of 
w ater and churned with a broom un­ 
til clean. 
Curing, the next step, consists in 
spreading the hulled nuts on a clean 
floor in a well-ventilated loft, with 
daily stirring. 
It is best to 
spread 
the nuts thinly on the floor, not more 
than three layers deep. 
At the end of a few days, as soon 
a* they are thoroughly dry, the nuts 
are ready for cracking.

sence of any of the inexpensive ma­ 
chines made for the purpose, an or­ 
dinary hammer and block of wood or 
a stone will serve the purpose.

As black 
walnuts, unlike many other nuts, are 
seldom used for decoration, nothing is 
gained by separating natives 
from 
quarters or even somewhat

Very small 
bits, 
however, | 
should be discarded 
along 
with all 
spoiled kernels. 
These may be used, 
for chicken feed. Keeping the bright- 
colored kernels apart from the dark­ 
er ones is part of the grading process 
and is good sales practice. 
Since the walnut kernels are moist 
when first taken from the shell, they 
require drying before they may 
be 
safely packed for shipment. 
A dry­ 
ing oven over the kitchen 
stove 
is 
satisfactory for this purpose. The 
kernels should be kept 
only 
wsrm, 
(not above 106 degrees F) since 
a;
